on th e one hand and of ig nora nc e on 
th e 
other, 
it will be m any y ears y et 
before all fetters fall from the limbs of 
th e descendants of Ham, even in these 
e nlig h te ne d 
states: 
but the cy cles 
a re b ring ing us to a b roa de r concep­ 
tion of liberty and a true r seuse of jus­ 
tice. 
W h e n we read of the multiplied cases 
of th e brutal mob m ur de r s of colored 
men on th e m e re st suspicion of c rim e 
(sometimes 
for crim es 
t h a t 
would 
soarcely send a white m an to a y e a r ’s 
confinement) we can but wonder 
If in 
soma respects our boasted civilization 
is not largely h y perbolical. 
C e rta inly 
the h a l t e r and the sta k e seems to be 
au ina de q ua te rem edy fcr the evils to 
which they have been so frequently 
applied, not only in th e South, but in

well; 
and 
in view of 
some facts the question forces itself 
upon t h e mind, w h e t h e r or not th e 
pr e va le nt c rim e c h a r g e d a g a inst the 
black man is not very frequently born 
in th e white m an's b rain.

It is pe rh a ps unknown to m any of 
our re a de rs t h a t P r ude nc e C ra nda ll, a 
lady most distinguished for her efforts

anti-siavery apostle whose whole life 
was an o tTeriDg on th e a l t a r of hum an 
rig h ts.

B enjamin 
Ludv, 
were 
known, 
ha te d 
by some, 
beloved 
oy others, 
th r oug h out tb e whole Union. 
P rude nc e C randall 
was 
born 
of a 
Q ua k e r m oth e r and from h e r imbibed 
deep seated sentim ents a g a inst th e sin 
of h um a n slavery . 
S h e was born in 
Connecticut and possessed of r e m a r k ­ 
able talents. 
S h e opened 
a select 
school for y oung ladies at < *nterbury , 
< onn,, which under 
her m a na g e m e nt 
b ecam e very prosperous. A respectable 
colored m an had a da ug h t e r 
who was 
am bitious to g et an 
education. 
Miss, 
< ra nda ll adm itte d h e r to 
her school 
j 
and h ere h e r troubles commenced. She j 
was called a 
negro 
worshipper, 
her 
pupils were w ith dra w n 
and she 
socially ostracised. 
Hut t h e 
plucky 
little Q ua k e r woman was m ade of th e 
-tuff t h a t breeds m a r ty r s. 
She stood 
he r g r ound. 
All she was asked was to 
dismiss th e * olored girl, but 
her pr i c - ' 
cipies forbade it and 
she 
replied 
to 
th r e a t s by a dve rtising t h a t she would 
open a 
school for y oung 
ladies and 
misses of color. She-opened her school, 
giving W m . Lloy d G a rrison as one of 
her references. 
Com plete social os t r a ­ 
cism followed, town m eetings denounc­ 
ed 
h er, 
ministers 
of 
th e 
gospel 
orated on her crime, m e r c h a nts cioscd 
th e ir stores a g a in-t her. but tbe noble 
little woman held th e fort. 
A va g r a nt 
law was sought to be enforced
